A 
few thundershowers occurred in 
widely scattered portions of ‘the 
city and county, but no rain was 
recorded either downtown or at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field.

flooded briefly. Observers in the 
town estimated the rainfall at 
about 3 inches. St. Clair County 
Farm Adviser B. W. Tillman said 
the rain would save about half of 
the county’s 50,000 acres of corn. 

Average temperature here dur- 
ing the last 25 days was 86.2 de- 
grees, equalling the record for the 
period set in 1936, Wahigren re- 
ported.

The services made the state- 
ment jointly in refusing to con- 
firm or deny reports published 
in the Denver Post that huge 
caverns are being dug in a moun- 
tain range near Albuquerque for 
atomic war defenses. The Post's 
copyrighted story described the

The Army and Navy linked the

‘the principal field installation of 
AFSWP is Sandia base located 
at Albuquerque.’ 


Restricted Data. 


“Construction and operations at 
this base fall in the category of 
restricted data under the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1946 and are also 
classified military information. 

“Therefore amplification of the 
above quoted statement is consid- 
ered undesirable.”

Tsaldaris said after eaving the 
90-minute mediation conference 
that he had proposed a neutral 
politician for Premier, but that 
Sophoulis rejected the idea, pro- 
posing instead that he (Sophoulis) 
assume leadership of the state and 
that bis party take the portfolios 
of war, justice and public order. 

Tsaldaris to Keep Trying. 

Tsaldaris said he would proceed 
with his own plans for forming a 
government, 

Tsaldaris heads the Populist 

(Royalist) party, which ranked 
first ip the elections of March 31, 
1946. He apparently would be 
limited on a parliamentary vote 
of confidence in a new govern- 
ment to the support of his own 
party, the Nationalist party of 
Gen. Napoleon Zervas with 25 
members of Parliament and Re- 
formists under Apostle Alexandris 
with four. 
He probably could rely on seven 
votes controlled by the extreme 
rightist Theodore Turcovassilis, 
making a total of 177. This is ex- 
actly half the representatives. 

In the event a Tsaldaris cabinet 
failed to get a vote of confidence, 
King Paul constitutionally must 
intrust formation of another to 
the largest minority party, which 
at present is Sophoulis’s Liberal 
party. 

However, usually reliable sources 
said a new parliamen leader, 
Spiro Markezinis, had engineered 
an agreement with chiefs of the 
National Unionists, the Social 
Democrats and Venizelos Liberals 
for formation of a bloc under a 
single man in Parliament to claim 
the largest minority. This bloc 
would have 88 representatives, 
compared to the 48 of Sophoulis’s 
party. 

Griswold Sees Sophoulis. 

Dwight P. Griswold, administra- 
tor of the United States aid pro- 
gram in Greece, called on 
Sophoulis at his home last night 
and an authofitative source said 
he had stressed the need for 
political unity if the American 
mission is to succeed. This in- 
formant said no “pressure” was 
put on Sophoulis, but that Gris- 
wold urged him to help achieve 
2 solution of Tsaldaris’s prob- 
em. 

In reply, the informant said, 
Sophoulis intimated that he would 
be willing to give Tsaldaris’s 
Populist party most of the cabinet 
posts if Sophoulis himself were 
named Premier. Sophoulis was 
said to have told Griswold that 
he was the only person in Greece 
whose name and influence could 
persuade a majority of the Greek 
guerrillas to surrender under am- 
nesty conditions. 

There was little doubt that Tsal- 
daris would be relucient to sur- 
render the premiership, but po- 
litical sources said he might be 
willing to have Sophoulis as Pre- 
mier in return for being named 
to the presidency of the ministerial 
council, the number two post. 

Venizelos Also Objects. 

Sophocles Venizelos, head of 
another branch of the Liberal 
party, announced last night he 
would not participate in a govern- 
ment under Tsaldaris. His deci- 
sion was a surprise to the Ameri- 
can embassy. A spokesman for 
the Venizelist Liberals had an- 
nounced earlier that they would 
participate in any new govern- 
ment dedicated to the national in- 
terests.

COLUMNIST AIDING ABUSE

ROME, Aug. 26 (AP) — United 
States Army’ headquarters said 
Robert Ruark, American News-

ORDERS ‘TOO LATE,’ MIDWEST 
TO GET LESS NATURAL GAS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (UP)— 
The Midwest will get less natural 
gas than it might have through 
the Big Inch and Little Inch pipe 
lines this winter because dis- 
tributing companies didn’t ask for 
a larger supply soon enough, the 
Federal Power Commission was 
told today. The commission is 
holding hearings on an applica- 
tion by the Texas Eastern Trans- 
mission Co. to operate the pipe- 
lines, which the company has pur- 
chased from the Federal Govern- 
ment. : 

Texas Eastern now diverts 20,- 
000,000 cubic feet of gas a day to 
the Ohio Fuel & Gas Co, for Mid- 
west distribution, but Midwest dis- 
tributors have said they would 
need much more gas than this 
next winter. 

Lambert McAllister, counsel for 


the commission, asked R. E. Har- 
grove, president of Texas Eastern, 
why the company did not plan to 
siphon more gas from the pipe- 
lines. to the Midwest “so the peo- 
ple will not suffer this winter.” 
Hargrove replied that Midwest 
distributing companies did not 
ask for a bigger supply “early 
enough,” As a result, he said, the 
company already has committed 
the rest of its gas to the Penn-

‘Moral Pressure’ Will Go 
Hand - in - Hand With 
Justice Department’s 


Anti-Trust Drive, Aids 


Say. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (UP)— 
President Truman soon will renew 
his “moral pressure” campaign to 
talk prices down, sources close to 
the White House said today. 

The President's plea for volun- 
tary price cuts by business, large 
and small, will go hand-in-hand 
with the present intensification of 
the Justice Department's anti- 
trust campaign, it was learned. 

A federal grand jury investiga- 
tion of real estate practices here 
was understood to be the taking- 
off point for a concerted drive to 
lower housing eosts by ending 
monopolistic practices throughout 
the eneire housing industry. 

The Justice Department's anti- 
trust drive is expected to extend 
to other cost-of-living industries. 
Gasoline already is under attack, 
with grand juries here and in Los 
Angeles digging into industry 
pricing practices. 

Exports and British Crisis. 

At the same time the Presi- 
dent's Council of Economic Ad- 
visérs is working on an exhaus- 
tive study of the effects of the 
British “dollar crisis” on Ameri- 
cas export trade. 

Administration economists do 
not expect the full effect of Brit- 
ain’s reduced buying to cause im- 
portant price reductions here this 
year because domestic demand is 
likely to maintain the upward 
pressure. | 

Foreign trade of the United 
States began to fall in June. With 
mot only Britain but Latin Ameri- 
can and other countries unable 
to buy United States goods be- 
cause they don't have dollars, the 
decline is expected to increase. 

Alarmed by recent price in- 
creases in steel, automobiles and 
construction materials, Truman, 
it was learned, will take the pe- 
sition that the boosts were not 
made necessary by the coal wage 
increase. 

Administration economists point 
out that profits are at a record 
high, production is 60 per cent 
above the prewar level in quan- 
tity and at record high in value. 
Savings Being Used Up. 

Although the national average 
income of $1200 per person also 
is at a new peak, Government 
economists note that some people 
' are dipping into their savings to 
meet inflated prices. They add 
that if purchasing power does not 
stay ahead of production or at 
least keep up with it a slump is 
inevitable.

POLICE LABORATORY 
EXPANSION NEAR END 


Some of Equipment Already 
in Use Cost of Additions 
About $28,000. 


Expansion of the police chem- 
ical and research laboratory on 
the third floor -of Police Head- 
quarters is nearing completion, 
and some of the equipment is now 
being used. Cost of the new 
equipment is about $28,000, 
Included in the laboratory are 
a spectrograph and a  spectro- 
photometer for qualitative analy- 
sis of materials. With the spec- 
trograph; police research experts 
can determine whether a piece of 
broken headlight lens found at 
the scene of an accident came 
from a broken lens on a suspect's 
automobile. 

A portable X-ray machine, with 
which unopened packages and 
house walls and furniture can be 
examined for hidden weapons or 
loot, is also a part of the labora- 
tory.

Clothing prices are ex- 
pected to go up between 5 and 
per cent this fall. Food prices are 
still going up and will probably ad- 
vance further because of the poor 
corn crop. 

Adminisfration economists con- 


cede that food costs make up the 


major portion of the average per- 
sons budget, but point out that 
these prices are less subject to 
control and are likely to stay high 
as long as consumer demand re- 
mains heavy. Even at inflated 
prices food consumption is now 
at a near-record high. 

These experts add that food and 
clothing prices are more sensitive 
to the market and will tend to 
fall in time of recession whereas 
“administered price“ goods will 
stay high because industrialists 
will cut production in order to 
maintain prices.

Notre Dame U's New Labora- 
tory to Preserve Germs, 
Fungi in Building Wall. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Aug. 26 
(AP)—The cornerstone of Notre 
Dame University’s new laboratory 
for germ-free life will contain 
biological specimens to be studied 
by future generations of scientists. 
The cornerstone-laying cere- 
mony will be held tomorrow. The 
Most Rev. Lawrence L. Graner, 
Bishop of Dacca, India, will bless 
the cornerstone at the ceremony. 
Among material to be sealed in 
the cornerstone will be bacteria,

ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 26 (UP) 
— Twenty thousand spectators 
cheered last night as Lloyd Rellim 
completed his high wire bicycle 
act at the Minnesota State Fair. 
Rellim waved to the crowd, and 
his wife started the mechanism

Suddenly Rellim lost his grip 
and fell, his body flashing in the 
floodlights. A second later his 
broken body lay beneath the twin 
towers holding his high wire. 
Mrs. Rellim rushed to him. He 
was still alive but died shortly 
afterwards.

Appointment of a safety com- 
mittee to map a program for 
reduction of accidents involving 
aircraft was announced today by 
Murray N. Whitehead, newly ap- 
pointed executive secretary of the 
Aviation Council of Metropolitan 
St. Louis. 


The conimittee will hold its first 
meeting Thursday at 8 p.m. in 
the office of David Leigh, man- 
ager of Lambert-St. Louis Mu- 
nicipal Airport. The committee 
will make no effort to be a po- 
licing agency, Whitehead said, but 
will carry on a general educa- 
tional program to convince air- 
port operators and pilots that 
safety will pay off in cash divi- 
dends.” 


Whitehead said that although 
there has been no significant in- 
crease in the rate of personal 
injuries in non-airline flying, the 
number of accidents in which 
planes were damaged has risen 
sharply recently, with the result 
that the cost of insurance for 
private planes has become pro- 
hibitive for many plane owners. 

Others on Committee.“ 

Members of the committee, in 
add tion to Leigh, are Paul Vance, 
representing the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Naval Air Re- 
serve, chairman; Winston W. 
Kratz, Air National Guard; Eu- 
gene Buder, Air Reserve Ase: ga- 
tion; Adrian Baker, aviation in- 
surance underwriters; a represen- 
tative, to be named later, of the 
Greater St. Louis Aviation Op- 
erators Association, and represen- 
tatives to be named by commer- 
cial airlines using Lambert Field. 

The airlines have extensive 
safety programs of their own, 
Whitehead noted, but he added 
that we may have some sugges- 
tions for them, too.“ 

One of the first problems to be 
considered will be the advisabil- 
ity of establishing an emergency 
weather warning service to send 
notice of sudden changes in 
weather to small airports which 
8 have no weather service at 
all. 

Sudden Changes. 

Sudden weather changes of 
which small airports had no warn- 
ing have been an important source 
of plane damage. Whitehead said. 
A warning service would enable 
such airports to get inexperienced 
flyers out of the air, secure staked 
out planes and close doors of han- 
gars where planes are parked, he 
said. 

Among other problems which the 
committee will consider, White- 
head said, are educational meas- 
ures to inform pilots and ground 


personne! of the necessity for use, 


of proper procedure in cranking 
of planes, the importance of shut- 
ting off the ignition before leaving 
the cockpit and the need for ob- 
servance of the traffic pattern 
around airfields. 

How to deal with the student 
pilot who takes up passengers, in 
violation of Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration regulations, a prac- 
tice which has resulted in a num- 
ber of deaths, will also be consid- 
ered. 


Author Tells Students 
Nations Ready for It 
Should Join, Open 
Way for Others. 


Talks on aspects of world fed- 
eration by two members of the 
faculties of local colleges and a 
Rhodes Scholar were on the pro- 
gram today of the institute spon- 
sored by the student division of 
United World Federalists at the 
Downtown T. M, C. A., 1528 Locust 
street.

+ EATON SAYS GREECE 
MAY SET OFF WAR 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (UP)— 
Chairman Eaton (Rep.), New Jer- 
sey, of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee, asserted today that 
Greece “may be the powder keg 
that explodes into World War III.“ 

“The Greek situation contains 
all the elements for touching off 
a major war,” he said in an inter- 
view. “We are right down to the 
bed rock in Greece. Both sides 
have served notice that they will 
back their position in Greece to 
the limit. If neither backs down, 
the consequences will be disas- 
trous.” 

Eaton, who has co-operated 
closely with the administration in 
foreign policy, declared the United 
States “cannot afford” to permit 
Russia to dominate Greece. A So- 
viet conquest of that nation would 
be the beginning of a drive for 
world domination, he said. 

“Control of Greece would be the 
beginning of a drive on Turkey 
and other countries bordering the 

Mediterranean,“ he said. “From 
there they could go on to an at- 
tempt to conquer the world.“ 

While maintaining that the 
Greek situation amounts to a 
“crisis,” Eaton said, “perhaps we 
will be able to surmount that 
crisis. If we can surmount enough | 
crises, perhaps some day we will 
even have a permanent and sta- 
ble pleace.” 

He asserted “We do not want 
to dominate the rest of the world 
or any other nation,” but that 
Russia is motivated by a philoso- 
phy that is “utterly alien to our 
way of thinking.”

PULLMAN GO. SEEKS

Boosts Would Range From

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP) 
—The Pullman Co. asked the In- 


terstate Commerce Commission 
yesterday to approve increased 
charges for sleeping car services. 

The company proposed a slid- 
ing scale of increases ranging 
from 1 per cent to 48.9" per cent, 
with short-haul services taking 
the largest boosts. Pullman esti- 
mated the changes would yield an 
additional $13,000,000 annual reve- 
nue, and said they were required 
because of increased operating 
costs and declining travel. 

The company proposed a flat 
minimum charge of $3.50 for a 
lower berth, which would wipe 
out present minimum standard 
lower berth rates of $2.35, $2.65 
and 32.95, applied to short over- 
night trips in various parts of the 
country. Thus, the present lower 
bérth mimimum of $2.35 would 
take the maximum 48.9 per cent 
increase.’ Progressively smaller 
increases would then be applied 
to other lower berth charges up 
to $17.35, on which the increase 
would be 1 per cent. Above that 
figure, no increase would be made. 
Upper berth, room accomodations 
and tourist berth rates would be 
increased by proportionate per- 
centages. 

Present seat charges would be 
left unchanged.

A the international agency 
owns the source material from 
mines and mills and manages 
isctope-separation plants and all 
reactors involving or producing 
significant amounts of nuclear

Second Report. 

Papers previously reviewed, 
@ealing with functions of the 
agency concerned with research 
and development and with the lo- 
cation and mining of ores, have 
been joined with this document 
and two others. When drafted 
in final form, they will make up 
the second report to the Security 
Council and ultimately the frame- 
work of a section of a treaty out- 
lawing atomic arms and estab- 
lishing world atomic supervision 
if that vision becomes a reality. 

Functional details prescribed in 
the papers for an atomic develop- 
ment authority present a concept 
of world government and co-opera- 
tion without precedent, previously 
uncontemplated by any group of 
mations. It has been recommended 
that scientific research must be 
conducted only at the direction 
of the world agency; that mines 
must be operated only with agency 
consent and that atomic ores pro- 
@uced shall be owned by the world 
authority.

LONDON, Aug. 26. 


HE sudden depletion of Britain's dollar reserves and the halt- 
ing of sterling convertibility has brought to an abrupt end 
an artificial cushioning of Europe's entire economy and set in 


motion a downward economic cycle which will continue unchecked 
for a bare minimum of six months. 
This is the composite view of high diplomatic and governmental 


officials and economists here. 


They view the situation with no 


less gravity than that of 1931, when Britain’s sudden forced de- 
parture from the gold standard put the final nail in the coffin of 


a world depression, 


“We have lost control of events,” 
one of these officials put it. 
“Events are now controling men 
and there is no hope of our re- 
gaining control without early and 
substantial American aid.” 

What makes the European out- 
look even more depressing is the 
hopefessness of any chances of 
American aid. Considered on the 
basis of the congressional time 
table alone-—-State Department con- 
siderations, calling of a special 
session, introduction into Congress, 
committee discussions, House and 
Senate debates and final com- 
promises before passage—it is dif- 
ficult to see how United States’ 
help to Europe can be quick 
enough to check the downward 
march of economic events which 
has gained such terrifying speed 
in the last few weeks. 


Too Little, Too Late. 

In the broad -picture, not only 
the outlook in Britain but of 
Europe as a whole, every line of 
economic attack shapes up as an 
attack with. too little, too late. 

Over-time work in Britain’s coal 
mines, for example, can come none 
too soon, but already it is too late 
for even a major boost in coal 
production to check the downward 
trend which has taken hold, 

On the production front, it is 
more than true that Europe’s 
future depends on producing more, 
but everybody is fighting to ex- 
port, nobody has any money with 
which to import. Shrinking mar- 
kets are about to join shrinking 
currencies in a furtherance of a 
depression cycle, so that produc- 
tion is losing its value. 

The effect of Britain's forced 
abandonment of sterling con- 


vertability already is evident. 
Zweden has halted all sterling 
purchases, Argentina has taken 
similar action, and Portugal has 
indicated that it intends to raise 
the value of her currency in 
terms of the pound. 

It was through sales of goods to 
these three countries that Britain 
was earning hard currencies and 
the downward cycle in these mar- 
kets set in within less than twenty- 
four hours. 

Lost Control of Events. 

It is conditions such as these to 
which a diplomatic official was 
referring when he said that men 
have lost control of events. 

The speed with which these 
trends can take effect can be 
grasped in the United States un- 
employment figures of 1931. At the 
time Britain went off the gold 
standard, the figure stood at some- 
thing in the neighborhood of 6. 
000,000, but in a littile over eight 
months, this had snowballed to 
14,000,000, 

Britain, for its part, has now 
drawn the last of the dollar loan. 
It is all committed and probably 
within one month the nation will 
be on its own—$2,400,000,000 worth 
of gcld and other dollar reserves. 

There is no possible hope of this 
country achieving any balance of 
trade in the next six months. Even 
with drastic import cuts, Britain 
facés an unfavorable trade balance 
is something in the neighborhood 
of $300,000,000 a month. In the 
past some 40 per cent of its im- 
ports have been from hard cur- 
rency countries. Assuming this is 
cut by one-third the British wil) 
still face a trade deficit in dollars

The strike of eity- employed electricians, which 
has been going on for more than a week, was 
not precipitated by any dispute over, the wage 
increases which the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers is asking. It is agreed on 
both sides that the wage which the union de- 
mands is the prevailing union wage in St. Louis.

What precipitated the strike was the refusal 


of the municipal Civil Service Commission to 


recommend an increase to the Board of Alder- 
men. Frank W. Jacobs, international representa- 
tive of the I. B. E. W., says his instructions were 
that the strike was not to be called if the com- 
mission would agree to make a recommenda- 
tion. The commission's attitude is that it can- 
not make a recommendation respecting the elec- 
tricians until it can make similar recommenda- 
tions for all the groups of eity employes that 


are seeking increases—and until means have 


been found of raising the necessary additional 
revenue. 
As far as its desire to do equal justice by all 


classes of employes’ is concerned, the commission 


is on sound ground. But its contention that it 
cannot consider one group by itself, and must 


consider them all together, is based on the idea 


that it must not make recommendations until 
there is money on hand to carry them out. 

Revenue ts not a. part of the Civil Service 
Commission’s business.: If it attempts to make 
it so, as it seems to be doing in the electricians’ 
case, it will only be making itself a buffer be- 
tween employes and the Board of Aldermen, be- 
coming a device for passing the buck and stall- 
ing. Such an outcome could not be anything 
other than harmful to the cause of civil service 
in the municipal government. 

Whatever validity there is to the commission's 
stand that it must consider all wage increases at 
once, it is valid only if the commission proceeds 
with every dispatch to consider the claims of 


all. The electricians’ demands have been before 


the commission more than seven months. Does 
so long a wait, with nothing conclusive done yet, 
constitute reasonable dispatch? It would not 
seem 30. f 

The Civil Service Commission should stop 
obstructing the legitimate demands of the elec- 
tricians for an increase in pay. It should leave 
it up to the Board of Aldermen to find sources 
of revenue to meet fair increases in the city 
wage and salary scales. This is the Board of 
Aldermen’s job, not the Civil Service Commis- 
sion’s. 

The Board of Aldermen, in turn, needs to get 


aon with a solution of the revenue question. The 
elty is already in need of more money.

Lt. Gen, Albert C, Wedemeyer has concluded 
his Chinese fact-finding mission for President 
Truman with a stern recommendation that Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek immediately drive 
out the termites that have honeycombed and 
undermined the Central Government. Wily 
Chiang will find his usual pious platitudes and 
his usual stealthy stalling of little avail in con- 
fronting the cards that Wedemeyer lays on the 
table. f 
Wedemeyer says Chiang must “effect immedi- 
ately far-reaching political and economic re- 
forms,” including wholesale removal of the 
swarms of hopelessly incompetent and grossly 
corrupt officials whom the Generalissimo long 
has tolerated. 


Americans who traveled in China before the 


war, Americans who fought in China during the 
war, and Americans who. have studied the Chi- 
nese situation since the War, practically all knew 
that China's troubles were largely due to the 
warlord generals, the landlords and the reaction- 
ary politicians of Chiang’s Kuomintang. They 
realize the value of Wedemeyer’s words. But 
does Chiang? ‘ 

Wedemeyer, old China hand and soldier-diplo- 
mat that he is, bluntly says that Chiang must 
make drastic reforms to regain and retain the 
confidence of the people.” Chiang is smart 
enough to see that, surely. If he is not, he may, 
in a face-saving move, point to the constitution 
adopted last December and to the so-called re- 
organization of the Central Government last 
April. Both these moves were simply window 
dressing that deceived but few. 

Along with them went the murder by Chiang’s 
troops of 5000 helpless civilians on Formosa, the 
increasing of already heavy taxes, the spreading 
of Kuomintang corruption, the dwindling of re- 
sources, the spiraling of inflation and the con- 
tinuation of a bloody internal war. 

Joseph C. Harsch, an able foreign correspond- 
ent and an enemy of Communism, wrote six 
months ago in the Christian Science Monitor: 
Whatever observers think of their ultimate 

objectives, they all agree that the Chinese 
Communists have eHminated corruption and 
brought efficiency to the parts of China they 
have controlled. And efficiency and absence 
of corruption become greater attractions to 
the mass of Chinese people as inefficiency 
and corruption increasingly plague the life 
of the non-Communist parts of China, 

It is up to Chiang to get rid of the parasites 
and to give real democracy to China's 450,000,000 
unfortunates. Will he go down in history as a 
conniving politician or as a resolute leader who 
saved his country? The choice is his.

Real wages are going down and prices are going up, renewing de- 
bate on how to control inflation, writer says; recalls prophecies dur- 
ing OPA debate; many Congressmen predicted that all the countty 
had to do to lower living costs was to remove Government controls.

Certain government agencies predict that 
the cost of living will continue around the 
present astronomical levels, These predic- 
tions have genewed the debate on whether 
higher production alone, without price con- 
trol, can reduce prices. 


One leader of the group in Congress last 

year which recommended production rather 
than price control as an antidote to price 
inflation was Representative Wolcott, Mich- 
igan Republican, 
chairman of the 
House Banking and 
Currency Commit- 
tee and winner of 
the 1946 award of 
Collier’s weekly for 
the most distin- 
guished service in 
the House. On Aug. 
14, 1947, Representa- 
tive Wolcott de 
clared that infla- 
tion had now 
reached its peak: 


It would be 
a grave mistake to 
put price controls 
back on again. That would slow up pro- 
duction, and we must have production if 
we are to lick inflation, 


“Hoax Upon the Public” 


Between June 1946, just before the orig- 
inal OPA law expired, and June 1947, the 
Federal Reserve industrial production in- 
dex increased from 170 to 183, or 7 per 
cent. During the same period, consumer 
prices rose 18 per cent and “real” wages 
dropped 4 per cent. 


In view of this course of events since 
the end of the old OPA law, it may be worth 
recalling some of the statements in Con- 
gress last year during the OPA fight. These 
are from the Congressional Record: 


Representative Smith (Rep.), Wisconsin: 
The cry of uncontrolled inflation is a hoax 
upon the public, it is being used to expand 
government control. 


Representative Crawford (Rep.), Michi- 


gan: (The belief) that the OPA is the only 
barrier that stands between our people and

terated poppycock. 

Representative Rankin (Dem.), Mississip- 
pi: If Congress will stop this OPA now, 
prices will level off. ; 

Representative Halleck (Rep.), Indiana: 


Except as there be full and complete pro- 


duction, this country will find no answer to 
the continuing threat of inflation. 


Representative LeFevre (Rep.), New 
York: Give our free sconomy an opportuni- 
ty to function, unshackled, for a reasonable 
length of time and the old law of supply 
and demand will furnish us with plenty and 
at fair and reasonable prices. 


All the Goods They Need 


Senator Wherry .(Rep.), Nebraska: Pro- 
duction is always paramount to prices and 
if we do not have sufficient production we 
must get it, and the prices will take care 
of themselves. 

Senator Moore (Rep.), Oklahoma: I em- 
phatically deny that the termination of 
OPA would result in runaway inflation. 


Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin: It will 
be proved that (the American people) can 
get all the goods they need at fair prices 

„ by allowing the law of supply and de- 
mand to operate in a free, competitive econ- 
omy. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio: There is dan- 
ger if we were to remove all controls we 
would see a speculative price increase 
which could lead only to trouble, and later 
to collapse and probably a further depres- 
mon. 

Ot course, Congressmen and business 
leaders who defend the abolition of price 
controls would insist that supply has not 
yet caught up with demand because labor 
has received another round of general wage 
increases in 1947, thereby causing further 
price increases which have discouraged pur- 
chasing. Average gross weekly earnings 
last June were $48.91—they were $43.31 a 
year previously. 

Furthermore, some say, increased exports 
have absorbed a good deal of our produc- 
tion. In the second quarter of this year, 
goods were sold abroad at an annual rate 


of $10,600,000,000, twice the annual rate of 


the last 1946 quarter.

Between Book Ends 


In Love With Baseball 


BASEBALL, by Robert Smith. (Simea and Schuster, 

New York.) 

A fan has written what he calls a his- 
torical narrative of the game, the men who 
have played it and its place in American 
life.” But 42-year-old Robert Smith, a nov- 
elist and short-story writer, is no unbiased 
chronologer. What fan could be? 

The book is not many pages old before 
a reader senses the personal nuance of the 
author’s nostalgia. To him that era ef 
baseball during his own boyhood and youth 
—the era of emphasis on inside baseball,” 
the bunt, the stolen base—forever will be 
best. So it is not surprising that eventual 
ly, if only by inference, Mr. Smith takes 
to task modern strategy—or lack of it—and 
raps the knuckles of the Cardinals inspired 
farm system in a chapter entitled “Whole- 
sale Attendance and Chain-Store Baseball.” 
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It is surprising, however, that the author- 
fan finds so much fault with the reporting 
of baseball. Quick to excuse an error on 
the ball field, the author apparently has t- 
tle understanding for outright mistake or 
conflicting opinion in the pressbox — not 
even for such an early baseball historian 
as British-born Henry Chadwick, who from 
1858 and for 50 years after was so prom- 
inent a baseball writer that he was mistaken 
by some as the games inventor. To this 
reviewer, the Chadwicks contributed à nec 
essary link between the disputed origin of 
the national sport and a day of more com- 
plete coverage of baseball. 

To tell the story of the games deriva- 
tion, changes in rules and playing tech- 
niques, administrative development, scan- 
dais and personalities is a large order for 
362 pages. But the author, an adept writer, 
has managed well and entertainingly.

The reader, if he’s a baseball fan, will 
disagree with some of the characterization 
of players and most certainly with some of 
its evaluations. For instance, if he's an 
oldster who admired the late Walter John- 
son, he will resent the two-sentence trest- 
ment given Washington's great pitcher and 
perhaps begrudge the pages devoted to « 
comparative Johnny-come-lately and short- 
timer like Dizzy Dean. 

But Mr. Smith asks you to remember, 
please, he's a fan, too. And, again referring 
to his foreword, “If I have neglected cer- 
tain managers, batters, pitchers or fielders, 
it may have been through simple ignorance, 
or because these men did not connect the- 
selves in my mind with the story I wanted 
to tell—the story of a game I have Joved 
since I was six.”

Of- 
ficials say such a figure would 
never gain the approval of Con- 
gress.

2. Where American funds are 
concerned, this Government 
should back only projects it 
thinks financially sound. This 
would require “screening” by 
the United States of nearly all 
proposed European projects. 

3. German industrial economy 
should be fitted into the pro- 
gram, with proper safeguards 
against revival of militarism. 


Production of German coal and 
steel are considered the keys to 
western Europe’s recovery. Aus- 
trian industry also should be 
utilized, 

4. Attempts should be kept up 
to get eastern European nations 
to join the plan if at all pos- 
sible. Prewar European econ- 
omy was closely woven. Al- 
though the chances for partici- 
pation of the Soviet Union and 
its satellites is still considered 
dim, the door should be kept 
open. 

, 5. Creation of a western Eu- 
ropean customs union would be 
welcomed by the United States, 
but this proposal is not being 


suggested to the Paris con- 
ferees. Such a union would set 
up common currencies and take 
other similar measures to break 
down trade barriers. 

6. Concentration on  produc- 
tion o. coal, iron, steel, food and 
transportation; balancing of na- 
tional budgets; rigid rationing 
controls; proper distribution of 
raw materials; and elimination 
of luxury imports and produc- 
tion. 

Once the program is set up, offi- 
clals said, it would have to be 
continually reviewed to spread the 
aid evenly among participating 
nations. 

Despite the Herculean task of 


assembling all the data for Con- 
gress, some sources believed it 
would be accomplished in time 
for a special session. The latest 
word from President Truman is 
that no special session is planned,

“The international agency shall, 
as world security is assured, be 
guided by the general principle 
that nuclear fuel is intended for 
beneficial uses and shall encour- 
age and assist nations in develop- 
ing peacetime uses. To 
achieve this objective it will li- 
cense, make regulations, contract 
with nations, and utilize its own 
personnel for the purpose of pro- 


| viding beneficial uses.“ 


Nuclear Fuel May Be Leased. 

Nuclear fuel may be leased to 
licensed facilities o fapproved de- 
sign, purpose and operating pro- 
cedure. The licensee must supply 
complete, accurate records and 
regular reports and permit the 
maintenance by the agency of 
guards to prevent diversion. The 
agency may modify, revoke or 
suspend licenses, subject to appeal, 
in the event of violations. 


Beneficial uses of atomic power 
should be supplied by the agency 
on a self-supporting basis. Nu- 
clear fuel shall remain in custody 
of the agency during transporta- 


established lines. All transporta- 


and other appropriate protective 
measures in the interest of health 
and security, 

The international agency will 
direct the geographical distribu- 
tion of stockpiles, to avoid the 
possibility of nations “achieving 
a military advantage by seizure.” 
Nations will compensate the 
agency for benefits. Dangerous 
facilities will be provided only 
“as world conditions of security 
warrant and where economic 
justification exists.” 

Nuclear fuel available for de- 
structive use will be kept at a 
minimum, and existing stocks 
shall be increased only for use in 
facilities whose location, design, 
construction and financing have 
been approved by the agency and 
the nation concerned, Specific 
factors determining such deci- 
sions. will be specified in the 
treaty, 

Reports Required. 

Nations shall notify the agency 
of building intentions. If in the 
dangerous category, the agency 
will proceed with construction 
and operation; if “safe,” construc- 
tion may be privately continued 
under licensing and control. Peri- 
odic reports must be made to the 
agency regarding production, 
shipment, location and use of spe- 
cialized equipment and supplies. 
All nuclear fuel produced in non- 
dangerous isotope units, reactors 
and related chemical plants shall 
be reported. 

Periodic reports shall be made 
by the world atomic agency to 
the Security Council, describing 
the status of_all source material, 
nuclear fuel and facilities, both 
as to distribution and utilization. 
Nations and persons may not 
own, produce, possess, transfer, 
store, transport, handle or use nu- 
clear fuel unless authorized by the 
agency.

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General Principles 
Regarding Wildlife 
By Leonard Hall 


HERE is one thing certain about accepting 

favors.

to the Farmer” might be appropriate. But the 

more I thought about it, the more I felt that 

the title might well be reversed to read “The 
Value of the Farmer to Wildlife.” 


* ‘ 


TT ISN’T any easier to change age-old ideas 
about wildlife than it is in any other field—but 
there are at least a few general principles which 
we are beginning to grasp. One of these is that 
all forms of wildlife—be they fish and game, 
song birds or so-called predators—are products 
of the land, And this being the case, the amount 
of wildlife which we have in America from now 
on will always depend on the use which we make 
of this land. You don’t expect, for example, 
to grow wildlife on highways or in towns and 
cities; yet already we have removed from circu- 
lation the not inconsiderable area of 35,000,000 
acres for these purposes. But as long as we 
expect to maintain our present high standard 
of living in this country, and as long as two- 
thirds of the world’s population is chronically 
underfed, I think we can all agree that -agri- 
culture will continue for a long time to be our 
primary form of land use.

THE FIGURES bear out this contention. Of 
the approximately two billion acres of land and 
water surface in the United States, more than 
one billion acres is in privately-owned and oper- 
ated farm lands. If we add to this the public 
lands and wooded areas used for grazing, we find 
that nearly 85 per cent of our total land surface 
is given over to agricultural pursuits of one kind 
or another. Since a large part of the remaining 
15 per cent is devoted to uses that entirely de- 
stroy its wildlife carrying capacity, then I think 
the logic of the reversed title for my talk be- 
comes apparent. With farmers and ranchers 
controlling the use of practically all lands where 
wildlife can live, the value of the farmer to wild- 
life becomes the real heart of the problem. 

I remember talking to a neighbor down here 
in our valley last autumn, when a long period 
of dry weather had burned the pastures bare 
and the large amount of stock which our farms 
were carrying had grazed even the fence-rows 
clean of the last bit of cover for the birds and 
small fur-bearers. “Sure, I'd like to have more 
game,” he said. ‘But my bbusiness is growing 
cattle—and in a year like this I can’t take 
time to worry about a few quail.”

THAT SOUNDS LOGICAL, on the face of it. 
In the same way we have other neighbors who 
enjoy fishing. They bemoan the fact that our 
creek no longer supports the fish population 
which it once did—and even agree that the 
reason is because it is choked with gravel which 
came from goodness knows where and which 
fills the deep holes and leaves the fish with 
little or no food and cover. The fellows who 
burn the timber will also tell you that they are 
interested in “making the grass grow” to provide 
pasture for their livestock; that they can’t 
worry too much about the deer or raccoon, the 
litters of young squirrels or hatches of young 
quail which happen to be roasted in the spring 
fires. Nor do the cattle and sheep men of the 
west lose sleep if their herds push the elk back 
into the high ranges and destroy the home range 
of the antelope. 
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THERE IS just one catch to this attitude and 
this, as it hapepns, is a fortunate thing for our 
wildlife. It is doubly fortunate, because more 
and more farmers are learning what the catch is, 
These are the intelligent, progressive farmers 
who are farming for the “long swing”; who have 
learned to study the true capabilities of the land. 
they farm and to apply farming practices which 
build the productive capacity of this land at the 
same time that they are applying soil-conserving 
measures to increase the fertility and value of 
the land itself. These men have learned that the 
amount of wildlife which can live on their farm 
is often a direct gauge of how good a “land use” 
job they are doing. They have come to realize 
the meaning of the term land capability”—that 
on their farms are many classes of land, each of 
which will produce best if it is put to certain 


specific uses.

I THINK that since the future wildlife depends 
in such large Measure on the men who farm the 
land, there is Much to be hoped for from the 
spreading interest among farmers in good land 
use; inthe balanced farm program, the soil con- 
servation district. In the field of wildlife man- 
agement, we've come to understand that the num- 
bers of any wildlife species are limited by the 
suitability of the environment in which that spe- 
cies lives. We know that food, cover, cruising 
radius and similar factors limit the number of 
birds or animals which a given range will support. 

It is interesting to see, then, how many of the 
standard soil conservation practices going into 
general use on the farms and range lands of 
America automatically lend themselves to creat- 
ing a better wildlife environment. We build 
a terrace waterway, plant its border with a rose 
hedge, fence it out from livestock, and we have 
immediately created shelter and food for. many 
song and game birds and small fur-bearers, We 
build a pond, pipe water through the dam for 
cattle, stock it with fish and fence a small area 
around it, and we have food and shelter for 
many kinds of wildlife. Plantings of waste

areas to control erosion, the management of

UNSHINE is a potent beauty

Like all good things, an over- 
dose of sun is dangerous, because 
sunburn, blisters and peeling 
coarsen the skin, make pores 
more noticeable, leave permanent 
freckles and make the skin look 


older. 


But moderate doses of sunshine 
do exactly the opposite —refine the 
skin texture so pores are less con- 
spictous, make it look smoother, 
more radiant. If it’s inclined to 
be too oily or too dry and flaky, 
moderate sunshine helps to nor- 
malize it, making it less 80. 


If your face, shoulders and 
back are sometimes pimply, ex- 
pose them to the sun as often as 
possible this summer, beginning 
with 10-minute sunbaths and 
gradually increasing the number 
of minutes of exposure. The sun’s 
rays are natural germ-killers that 
will help to halt the spread of in- 
fection and help heal the blem- 
ishes that have already marred 
the skin.

She Also Needs a Good Disposition 
When She Starts Job of Feeding 
5000 or More Hospital Patients 


By Cladus Start 


EXT to Army meals .and 
bride’s biscuits, . the food 
served up on hospital trays 

has probably taken more slurs and 

slander than any other kind of 
edible offerings. That these insinu- 
ations are unfair to hospital fare 
is proved daily at Barnes Hospi- 
tal, where the staff of 16 dieti- 
tians, headed by Henrietta Becker, 

is responsible for 6000 to 6000 

meals per day and finds the com- 

plaints are few and far between. 


Not only does Barnes provide 
diets for the staff and patients 
of its own and allied hospitals, 
but also dietitians, for connected 
with the hospital is a school for 
dietary interns, the oldest of its 
type in the country. Today, 
it graduates its thirtieth class, 
11 young women who had com- 
pleted a year’s internship and 
were trained, not only in class- 
room theory but in ual practi- 
cal work on everything from spe- 
cialized diets for special diseases 
to soda fountain service to their 
fellow employes, 3 

“Along with all the other re- 
quirements, dietitians need good 
feet and good dispositions,” Miss 
Becker told us, and jt was easy 
to see why as we covered most of 
the 25 floors served by the die- 
tary headquarters, including de- 
partments in Barnes, McMillan, 
St. Louis Maternity hospitals and 


the Washington University clinics. 


The central unit of preparation 
for all these departments is the 
main kitchen in the basement at 
Barnes, a busy, bustling place, 
particularly from 10 to 11 o’clock 
each morning. Thirty food carts 
containing hot meals are sent to 
their various destinations three 
times daily, always on a strict 
time schedule. Your own kitchen 
problems dwindle by comparison 
as you watch women cleaning the 


‘three bushels of spinach to be 
‘served for lunch, cutting up @ome 


of the 240 pounds of tomatoes for 
salad, juicing the six cases of 
oranges. | 

Dietary interns spend eight 
weeks of their training in the 
kitchen, learning all these mass 


feeding problems, concerning the. 


purchasing and preparing of 
foods, learning about the storage 
rooms, the refrigeration rooms, 
the deep freeze units, all of which 
resemble the equipment of a large 
and modern hotel, 

“We seem to escape the criti- 
cism concerning hospital meals 
being unpalatable,” Miss Becker 
said, as we examined several 
dozen trays of melon balls and 
molded salads which certainly 
looked palatable. “I think it’s all 
a matter of timing. We try to 
send the food to thé patients as 
soon after it's been prepared as 
possible. Some hospitals prepare 
too far in advance and naturally 


it’s not as appetizing.” 

Patients on 11 of the 25 floors 
have selective menus enabling 
them to order their meals, while 
others are allowed to make substi- 
tutions and additions to the 
planned menu. Waste of food 
is inevitable in feeding sick per- 
sons but the dietitians try to 
avoid as much of it as possible. 

“We.have to study the patients’ 
reactions to food,” Miss Becker 
said, “because often this is im- 
portant, especially in psychiatric 
patients.” A proper interest. in 


food she added is considered an 


encouraging sign in mental pa- 
tients, and the dietary kitchen 
also furnishes food for a weekly 
party, during the summer, for bar- 
becues for psychiatric patients. 


Following their training in the 
main kitchen, dietary interns 
work for six weeks in the diet 
kitchen, planning and preparing 
special diets. Another four weeks 
work on special types of diets is 
done in the metabolism depart- 
ment, of which Barnes has one of 
of the few in existence. Research 
is carried on in this department; 
a current research project con- 
cerns salt-free diets for hyperten- 
sion. 

One of the most interesting 
parts of their training, according 
to several of the interns we asked 
is the food clinic, in which they 
have personal contact with the pa- 
tients visiting the clinic and work 
out special diets for them, and 
later follow up their work by visit- 
ing the patient with a social 
worker, 

“This way she gets a _ back- 
ground that helps her understand 
the nutrition problems of an en- 
tire community,” Miss Becker ex- 
plained, “As just one example of 
the special. problems sometimes in- 


volved, we had one patient who | 


was Polish and unable to speak 
or understand English, so it was 
necessary to translate all his diet 
information’ into Polish. Very 
often the girls have requests from 
clinic patients for special diets; 
the most frequent request now 
is for menus for low income 
budgets.” ’ 

The rising price of food and try- 
ing to get the most for their 
money is not the least problem of 
dietary interns. In addition to 
purchasing food, they spend .part 
of their training in the office, 
learning, to figure cost sheets on a 
scale that would stun the average 
househald budgeter. The morning 
we visited the school, thé intern 


in the office had just totalled 


Tuesday's expenditures—$1856.98. 
Feeding the patients at the 
three hospitals and clinic is just 
a part of the dietary intern’s job. 
The other part involves a group 
that is perhaps more receptive to 
food but just as critical, the doc- 
tors, interns, and other employes. 
A large cafeteria operated at cost 
serves approximately 1100 a ‘day 
during. the winter months,~ and 
gives 23% hour service with four 
meals a day. There is another 
more informal eating place for 
mid-morning coffee, called The 
Gardens, a clinic snack bar where 
patients waiting for clinic atten- 
tion may get something to eat. or 
drink; an employe lunch counter 
in McMillan hospital, and a soda 
fountain in the main lobby of 
Barnes, all of them managed by 
staff dietitians and the girls in- 
terning. All of them are, needless 


to say, Grade A eating places. 
1 


ESIDES the actual menu plan- 

ning, food buying, and prepar- 

ing, dietary interns spend a 
cretain portion of their year work- 
ing at Children’s Hospital, teach« 
ing student nurses in nutrition 
classes at the Nurses’ Home 
where they live, working in the 
formula room at St. Louis Ma- 
ternity Hospital, and learning 
about other departments, the 
print shop which supplies their 
printed menus, and the mainte- 
nance department. 

“Even when the dishwashing 
machine goes out of order, we 
have to know what to do about 
it,” Miss Becker said. 


Classes are always small at the 
Barnes dietetics school because of 
the high requirements. Students 
enrolling must -have completed 
four years of college, have excel- 
lent grades, good recommenda- 
tions, and good health. Some- 
times college students work there 
during the summer. For example, 
this year a girl from Webster 
College with one more year of 
college home economics has been 
working there to determine 
whether or not she wanted to go 
into hospital dietetics. Her de- 
cision has been an enthusiastic 
affirmative. ; 

Graduates from the school have 
gone on to become chief diete- 
tians at numerous hospitals, 
among them St. Louis County 
and St. Luke’s in Chicago. One 
graduate was a dietetian for 
UNRRA just after the war, oth- 
ers are doing institutional and 
industrial plant work; and a large

percentage are married and doing 
home dietetics. 

“There always seems to be a 
shortage of dietitians, even worse 
than the nurse shortage,” Miss 
Becker ‘said, “perhaps because 
many girls prefer stepping into a 
job as soon as they finish col- 
lege, working for a year or two 
and then marrying, rather than 
spending the extra year of intern- 
ship. But we feel they get a type 
of training here that they could 
get no place else.” 


On the lighter side, she points 
out, hospital work offers contact 
with a variety of people that 
dietitians in more routine jobs 
seldom meet, since patients and 
doctors from all parts of the 
world come to Barnes. Visitors

New Birth Records Protect Babies 


By Jane Eads 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 


RATHER harassed young 
man entered a state registra- 
tion office and asked to see his 

birth record. 

He scanned a photostatic copy 
a clerk handed to him, and blew 
his top. 

He said that a couple of months 
earlier he had been offered a re- 
sponsible position. Then at the 
last minute the offer was with- 
drawn. There had been no ex- 
planation. 

Now, he sald he saw that the 


employer must have gotten a copy 


of his birth certificate in a thor- 
ough effort to investigate his fit- 
ness. 

The entry on the birth record 
for “occupation of father” was “In 
an insane asylum.” 


“My father was chief psychia- 
trist, not a patient,” ruefully ex- 
plained the young man, 


This incident was related by 
Helen C. Huffman, social science 
analyst, National Office of Vital 
Statistics, U. 8. Public Health 
Service. She says the story illus- 
trates the unnecessary evil results 
of having the registrar’s office 
give out a certified copy of an 
entire certificate whenever any 
of the recorded information is 
needed. 


Some 5,000,000 birth certificates 
are issued in the United States 
annually, For many this means 
tragedy. . 

Thousands use their certificate 
for. necessary proof of age, citi- 
zenship and so on, But sometimes, 
says Miss Huffman, the birth re- 
cord is also “a public announce- 
ment of a person's illegitimacy, 
of his ‘bad blood’ because his 
mother had syphilis or of his 
‘criminal tendencies’ because his 
father was in a penitentiary at 
the time of His birth.“ 

“Had vital statisticians known 
a generation ago that some five 
million copies of birth certificates 
would now be issued annually, 
they could have planned better, 
she adds. 

“They might has foreseen what 
would happen when the complete 
record is placed in anybody's 
hands,” 

She says they could have de- 
signed the certificate so that it

could be reproduced in sections, 
for one thing. 

Then a photostat could be made 
of the parts a person needs for a 
particular purpose and nothing 
more. Medical and statistical data 
could have been placed in a confi- 
dential supplement, which would 
never appear in the certified copy. 
We cannot go back and undo 
the harm that was done to many 
thousands of people by unneces- 
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sary revealing of information that 
was on their birth certificates,“ 
Miss Huffman says. But we can 
now help to bring about better 
methods of issuing certified copies 
of birth records all over the coun- 
try.” 

A number of, state are currently 
considering changes in birth reg- 
istration procedures in order to 
protect the child born out of wed- 
lock. More and more states are 
adopting the simple birth card 
that has on it only the name of 
the person, the place and date of 
birth, the race and sex. 

The complete record, on which 
the illegitimacy item appears, is 
safeguarded and is accessible only 
to those who may have a direct 
interest in the matter. 

Do you know,” says Miss Huff- 
man, “that one state actually is- 
sues white birth records to legi- 
timate children for school en- 
trance and orange-colored records 
to children registered as illigeti- 
mate? Think what this means to 
the child with the orange-colored 
certificate.”
